The new structure will be of colonial style architecture 
to harmonize with other campus buildings and will replace 
Brim chapel, which is now in use. The new chapel will be lo­ 
cated near the Stahley memorial gardens on the women’s 
campus at a spot selected by Dr. Paul Cret, professor of 
architecture at th e U niversity of • — 
“ 
Pennsylvania. 
Doctor C ret was the 
architect for the E ternal L ight Peace 
M emorial on the battlefield. 
Seating r apacity of the building 
will be 1,100, as com pared w ith the 
600 capacity of the present structure. 
Doctor Hanson announced th a t an 
unnam ed benefactor had donated 
$25,000 toward the cost of th e chapel 
and the W omen’s League of G ettys­ 
burg college has assum ed p art of 
the expense as its cu rren t project.

The great lesson of supreme inter­ 
national goodwill is yet to be learned — that of ‘malice toward none;

I am In full sympathy with such enterprises as the Oxford movement 
for a metal re-armament. 
W ith God in people’s! hearts, breeding love 
there, and this happening all over the world, who would there be to shoot 
powerful guns, or to drop bursting bombs into peaceful cities and among 
women and children who forever live in the ffcar of war? 
Who would 
want to wantonly kill people of other countries toward whom they hold 
no hate and with whom they have no quarrel? 
We have learned enough from the experiences that history; and the 
present time teach, about the uselessness and wickedness of war, for us 
all to detach ourselves from it — without bitterness — and to live peace­ 
fully as human beings should, and not as savages.

"paper work” of enforcing Penn­ 
sylvania’s game laws was removed 
from the living room to an office to­ 
day. 
In a general streamlining of its 
field force, the commission leased 
offices for its seven division super­ 
visors and gave each a clerical as­ 
sistant, replacing the informal dis­ 
trict headquarters in homes of the 
expected to be completed June 15. 
The supervisors will take over 
many duties previously performed in 
Harrisburg. 
Hunters will have “better contacts” 
with those who administer the laws, 
the commission said, because they 
can go to the nearest supervisor, in­ 
stead of the state capital. 
The changes, after equipment is I 
paid for, will result In greater effi­ 
ciency and should cost no more. 
President Nicholas Biddle said. 
Seth Gordon, executive director of i 
the commission, said “all orders to 
the field force of approximately 145 
workers will clear through the super­ 
visors, thus avoiding confusion and j 
concentrating responsibility.” Orders j 
in the past had been delivered by as 
many as four different persons. 
The new system will resemble that 
of the state motor police. The divi­ 
sion supervisor will be a “captain in 
charge" of all activities within his 
area, instead of just law enforce­ 
ment. 
The staff of 44 game protectors 
who previously worked under Har­ 
risburg now will receive their in­ 
structions 
from 
the 
supervisors, 
along with the 90 law enforcement 
officers. 
The supervisors will take 
over control of the state's 600,000 
acres of game 
lands, previously 
handled by district game protectors. 
Judd C. Turner, deputy director, 
is in charge of the new bureau of 
field operations.

corps wi! end July I when Capt. C. 
McL. Lott, athletic officer and foot­ 
ball coach at the San Diego base, 
will retire from active duty with the 
rank of major, 
“The venerable Devil Dog. whose 
enterprise enabled the Marines to 
enter into “major league” sports 
competition, will complete 35 years 
in the corps and will leave behind 
him a record that holds a prominent 
spot in the history of the service. 
His active career was terminated 
May 
I 
when he 
went on two 
months’ leave, at the end of which 
time his retirement will go into 
effect. 
Enlisted in 1904 
“Captain Lott enlisted in the Ma­ 
rine corps from Gettysburg, Pa., in 
1904, and was commissioned In 1917. 
During the three-and-a-half dec­ 
ades he has worn a uniform, he has 
gained prominence both as a sol­ 
dier and as an athletic director. He 
devoted 13 years to foreign duty 
and sea service, being stationed in 
China, the Philippines, Cuba and 
Nicaragua. 
He was based in San 
Diego in 1925 and 192G and from 
1930 up to the present time, with 
the exception of a period in 1933 
when he served with the army dur­ 
ing the organization of the CCC 
project. 
“When Captain Lott assumed the 
position of athletic officer here, the 
Marines were playing only abbre­ 
viated schedules in all sports, but 
his wide acquaintance and popular­ 
ity among coaches and graduate 
managers of leading western col­ 
leges and universities enabled him 
to branch out. Before the comple­ 
tion of his first year as athletic offi­ 
cer ; he had arranged a football 
schedule which established the Ma­ 
rines as a big-time grid outfit. 
Scheduled More Games 
“Santa Clara. U.C.L.A., junior var­ 
sity teams of University of Califor­ 
nia and University of Southern 
California, College of Pacific, Loy­ 
ola, San Diego State, Redlands, Po­ 
mona, Occidental, Caltech, San Jose 
State, Fresno State. St. Mary’s -of 
Texas, Temple Teachers, Brigham 
Young. Willamette and other schools 
sought and were given places on 
the Devil Dog football schedules. 
“Captain Lott was associated with 
sports during almost his entire en­ 
listment. 
A football and baseball 
star at Holmesburg, Philadelphia, 
before joining the Marine corps, Lott 
played some professional football. 
He assisted in organizing the Mare 
Island grid team back in 1917 and 
coached the club in 1919 and 1920. 
During 1922 and 1923 he introduced 
American football in north China 
and his Marine teams won the Far 
East championship both years. 
Known as ‘Pappy’ 
“He first came to the San Diego 
base in 1926. and, in the latter part 
of the same year, was transferred to 
Quantico as a member of the foot­ 
ball coaching staff there. 
In 1927 
he was athletic officer at Parris 
island and, after a tour of duty in 
Nicaragua, he returned to San Diego 
aud has been here ever since. 
“In addition to his activity as aul­ 
etic officer, he was handed the job 
of football coach ag the base in 1934 
and was at the helm from that time 
on until the completion of the 1938 
season. 
"Although they hesitated to use 
the nickname in his presence, Cap­ 
tain Lott was knojvn to hundreds of 
husky Marines whom he had coached 
or befriended as "Pappy." 
Their 
esteem for him was demonstrated in 
1933 when he was ordered to army 
duty during the organization of the 
CC C. Men at the base, in an un­ 
solicited drive, took gp a huge collec­ 
tion in nickels and dimes with 
which they obtained an engraved 
watch for presentation to the vet­ 
eran sea soldier during formal cere­ 
monies. 
Still Sports-Minded 
“Captain Lott's last official act was 
to complete another fine football 
schedule for next fall. 
But, while 
somebody cise will assume the wor­ 
ries of grid coach, the captain ex­ 
pects to devote all his leisure time 
to following the Padres, playing golf 
and going fishing with his long­ 
time friend.
